WALKING. 


Walking is the least artificial and 
therefore the most democratic and 
healthful of all sports. Nature has 
provided each of us with all the tools 
required, and all that we need do is to 
make the personal éffort necessary to 
acquire sufficient skill to use them 
wisely to secure’ the great and lasting 
benefits to be derived therefrom. 

Man has been walking after a 
fashion for about five hundred thou- 
sand years, but strange to say few 
ever acquire the art of walking intelli- 
gently, therefore easily and with pleas 
ure and benefit, To be advised te 
walk is to the great majority of man- 
kind equivalent to being condemned 
to an unpleasant and most disagree 
able task. We much prefer to roll 
along on rubber tires and dream about 
what we are going to do some day. 

But walking takes front rank as an 
exercise at all times available to the 
fagged man of business who can easily 
find in it the best possible corrective 
to the drawbacks of a sedentary occu- 
pation, and a sport from which he 
may gain new and keener powers of 
mind and body. His lungs draw in ap 
abundance of fresh air and his mus 
cles, stretching and expanding under 
active and normal use, burn out and 
eliminate the stale accumulation of a 
torpid period interspersed with too 
many heavy dinners. 

Walking is fatal to headaches and is 
@ sovereign cure for the “nerves” of 
jaded womankind; no exercise so im- 
proves the appearance of woman ag 
normal walking, because jt gives a 
graceful carriage, teaches her to hold 
herself in balance and helps build up 
@ strong constitution which, after al) 
{s said and done, is the sole founda 
tion of all beauty and charm. Ali tha’ 
{a necessary to become a falily experi 
walker is to have a moderately sound 
constitution and to know how. 

Walking rests and stimulates the 
mind and develops one’s power of ob 
servation, analysis and refiection— 
provided it is gone at in the right 
spirit. The habit of walking cannot 
be acquired by one impressed solely 
with the idea that it Is beneficial; ta 
such it will not be, for the reason that 
perfunctory exercise of any descrip 
tion is certain to be disappointing aa 
soon as the novelty wears off, and 
ultimately it is sure to become deadly 
tiresome and a bore. 

Those who walk only from a sense 
of duty do not know how to walk be 
cause they do not catch the rhythm 
that keys the entire muscular system 
into a unit with a swing that pushes 
the body tirelessly and buoyantly over 
the earth for long stretches of time at 
from four to six or more miles per 
hour. 

Paradoxical as {it may sound it is 
really necessary to walk with one’s 
mind as well as with one’s legs ip 
order to catch the spirit and the 
rhythm of the movements, and to do 
this one must first of all be in fairly 
good health, and then more than al 
else one must be comfortably clothed; 
for if one is not comfortable it is im- 
possible to be in harmony with one’s 
self, and if there is discord inside it is 
impossible to extract either pleasure 
or profit from the outside. In this re 
spect walking is like reading a book: 
you cannot get anything out of a book 
unless you put some of your own 
thought into it; you have got to be 
in accord to get results. 

It is in overlooking these supposedly 
insignificant points that some physt- 
cians make grave mistakes. In the 
most perfunctory manner they wil' 
indiscriminately advise walking as a 
means of developing strength in inva 
lids without examination to determine 
whether there is syfficient power be 
ing developed to warrant the expendi- 
ture of the energy necessary to propel 
the body, and without giving sufficient 
thought to the subject or adequate ad- 
vice concerning the kind of clothing 
the patient shall wear in order to in- 
sure the greatest benefit with the 
least effort apd to make certain of a 
net gain rather than a loss of energy 
from the exertion. Walking is not to 
be engaged in as a sport by invalids 
or by semi-invalids; neither is it ad 
visable for the well to enter into it toe 
strenuously without proper thought 
and preparation. There is a mechant- 
cal side to the subjeet well worth the 
careful consideration of any thought- 
ful person desirous of a long, happy 
and successful career. 

The human machine, like any other 
power plant, is adjusted to develop a 
definite amount of power, and the net 
power delivered in the form of work 
is very largely influenced by the 
amount of energy consumed in inter 
nal friction and by maladjustments in 
general, Therefore before expecting 
to receive either benefit or pleasur 
from walking it is necessary for man 
kind to sit down and very frankly 
study itself from a mechanical point 
of view and figure out how each neces 
sary move may bo made:so as to give 
a maximum result with a minimum ef- 
fort.

SEE BY WIRE WHILE TALKING 


Televista, Londoner’s Recent Inven- 
tlon, Described In Consular Report 
—Machine Is Costly. 

Seemingly it will not be long before 
persons conversing over telephones 
can see the persons to whom they are 
talking, if an invention just reported 
to the state department by Deputy 
Consul General Carl R. Loop from Lon- 
don, England, comes into popular fa- 
vor. Mr. Loop reports such an inven- 


“tion for transmitting light by wire as 


follows: 

“Dr. Archibald M. Low, a London 
consulting enginéer, claims to have 
discovered a method by which Nght 
may be transmitted by wire. The in- 
vention is thus described: The con- 
trivance consists of a transmitter and 
a receiver connected by wire. The 
transmitter is a screen divided into a 
large number of small squares—cells 
of silenium, the electrical resistance 
of which element varies according to 
the light that touches it. 

“Over the screen is passed a syn- 
chronously running roller consisting of 
a number of pieces, which are alter- 
nately conductors and insulators. The 
roller is driven by a motor of 3,000 
revolutions per minute, and the result: 
ing variations of light are transmitted 
along an ordinary conducting wire. 
The receiver is made up of a series 
of cells operated by the passage of 
polarized light through thin slats of 
steel, and at the receiver the object be- 
fore the transmitter is reproduced as 
a flickering image. 

“The process is referred to by the 
inventor as a ‘kinematographic appli 
cation of common electrical principl»: 
The system has been tested through + 
resistance equivalent to a distance o! 
four miles, but in the opinion of Doc- 
tor Low there is no reason why it 
should not be equally effective over 
far greater distances. 

“The cost of the apparatus is con- 
siderable because the conductive sec- 
tions of the roller are made of platt- 
num and many wires are required for 
the transmission of the images. The 
invention is called the ‘televista.’”

CHIMNEYLESS STEAM BOILER 


Combustion Gases Disposed of by 
Passing Them Into the Steam 
of the Engine’s Cylinders, 


Hidden From View—Not Taken 
for Other Purposes. 


Means for combati fire in the 


The chimneyless steam boiler and 
furnace now in operation on a Rus- 
sian torpedo boat, the invention of a 
Russian naval engineer named 
Schmidt disposes of its combustion — 
gases by passing them into the steam 
engine’s cylinders. Liquid 
fuel, easily yielding to combustion with- 
out smoke, is essential. The combus- 
tion gases are cooled from about 3,600 
degrees to 1,800 degrees F. on leav- 
ing the heating surface of the boiler, 
and they are then passed into a tube 
{nto which a fine spray of cold water 
{s injected under pressure. This cools 
the gases to between 650 degrees and 
900 degrees F., converting the water 
{nto superheated steam of the same 
temperature. The mixture of steam 
and combustion gases is led to the 
upper part of the boiler, where it ts 
mingled with the boiler’s ordinary sup 
ply of steam, and is sent into the cyl- 
inders. The boiler, besides requiring 
no chimney, is claimed to have the 
further advantage of very high effi- 
elency, utilizing 90 and even as high 
as 97 per cent of the heat of the fuel.

From this awful bombardment the 
king, his court, the foreign ambassa- 
dors and consuls and the people of the 


city fled. 

There were more than a quarter of a 
million persons flocking through the 
roads into the open country in an effort 
to escape. The people slept in high- 
ways leading to Holland.
